Missouri Inventor Has Built an 
Airship, in Grafton Ma- 
chine Shop. 


J. N. Sparling of Kirksville, Mo., for- 
merly division superintendent for a cor- 
respondence school with oat See in 
East St. Louis, will attempt a Alight 
across the Mississippi River at4rafton, 
Ill, in his monoplane this @eek if his 
engine arrives and all his plans work 
out according to expectations. 

Sparling has been working on his 
monoplane for five, months in the Mc- 
Clintock machine shop at Grafton, the 
top floor of which has been put entirely 
at his disposal, The machine has been 


completed for several weeks. 


He is expecting a Curtiss engine by 
Wednesday and with a little time to in- 
stall and test it, will be ready for a 
trip across the river Friday or Satur- 
day. 

The Sparling monoplane has a frame- 
work of spruce. The front or main sup- 
porting plane is 28% feet long and 7 feet 
wide. The rear plane which acts both 
as an additional support and as an up- 
and-down control, is 14% feet long and 
5 feet wide. 
peller at the front.of the machine situ- 
ated just in front of the main plane. 
The engine is located at the front, just 
below the main supporting plane. 

Machine Weighs 400 Pounds. 

The central framework is 6 feet high 
in front by 3 feet wide and tapes until 
it ts 18 inches square at the rear end. 
It is constructed of spruce strips, 2x2 
inches, and is strengthened by cross 
wires. -The operator’s seat is situated 
in the central framework seven feet 
from the front of the machine. 

The engine is a 4#-horsepower; 8-cylin- 
der Curtiss gasoline engine, weighing 
18 ‘pounds. Sparling will also carry a 
%-gallon tank of gasoline, which will 
furnish enough power to carry the ma- 
chine 200 miles. | 

The total weight of the machine, not 
including the operator, will be 40 
pounds, whic, he says; is the lightest

The 
report is for the year ending June 30, 
given as $8,760,000,000, in increase over 
1909, and the value of farm products is 
the preceding year of $869,000,000. 

Secretary Wilson inquired into the 
profit of beesf to retail butchers in 50 
cities and found that the average was 
38 per cent. The St. Louis profit is 39 
per cent, or 1 per cent above the gen- 
eral average. Baltimore butchers make 
least, their profit being only’17 per cent.

Beet and cane sugar and molasses and 
syrup, from farm and factory, will 
reach the total of about $95,000,000. The 
barley crop is worth $88,000,000, flaxseed 
$36,000,000, and 1,000,000,000 pounds of rice 
$25,000,000, 

Comparisons With Former Years. 


The production of all cereals combined 
is 4,711,000,000 bushels, an amount con- 
siderably greater than that for any 
other year except 1906. It exceeds the 
average of the preceding five years by 
6.56 per cent. The. value of all cereals 
in 1909 has never been equaled in a pre- 
vious year. It is almost exactly $3,000,- 
000,000, or 34 per cent above the five- 
year average. 

Compared with the average of the pre- 
vious five years, all principal crops are 
greater in quantity this year except cot- 
ton, flaxseed, hops and cane sugar; but 
without exception every crop is worth 
more to the farmer than the five-year 
average. 

This is the year of highest production 
for potatoes, tobacco, beet sugar, all 
Sugar and rice; next to the highest 
production for corn, oats and all cere- 
als. Compared with 1908, gains in value 
are found all along the line, the excep- 
tion being barley, buckwheat, rye and 
milk. The increase for cotton, lint and 
seed is $208,000,000, wheat $107,000,000, corn 
$106,000,000, hay $29,000,000, oats, $22,000,000, 
tobacco $18,000,000 and potatoes $15,000,000,

ALLEGES. DYER 
CAVE THE JURY

Attorney Declares Additional 
Instructions Were Given After 
Twelve Men Had Retired. 





Judge Hook o° the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in an opinion 
handed down Wednesday refused to 
consider charges that Judge David P. 
Dyer of the United States District Court 
in St. Louis had gone to the juryroom 
afterethe jury had retired to consider 
its verdict, and had there issued secret 
instructions to the jurors. 


The charge was made in pleadings 
filed by attorneys for the Tomlinson 
Captive Balloon Co., which sued former 
Sheriff Edmund C. Hencken of S8t. 
Louis County on his bond because of 
the seizure of “e company’s balloon at 
the World’s Fair. 


Construed as Untrue. 


Judge Hook declared in the opinion 
that the charge if true was a very 
grave error, but that as the attorney 
had not presented it in the proper legal 
manner, the Court must construe it to 
be untrue.. 

A balloon belonging to the company 
was seized by the Sheriff to satisfy an 
attachment writ against Carl EB. Meyer. 
The Sheriff contended the. balloon be- 
lenged to Meyer. The company denied 
Meyer owned any interest in it. The 
suit against the Sheriff was for $6250. 

In the cha before Judge Dyer the 
jury returned a verdict for the Sheriff. 
This was reversed by Judge Hook, who 
ordered the case remanded for a new 
trial on the ground that Judge Dyer 
had given instructions which amounted 
te. directing a verdict for the Sheriff. 

The instruction to which objection 
Was made was: 

“There is no evidence before this jury 
tending to prove that the Deputy Sheriff 
acted otherwise than was his duty un- 
der the attachment writ.” 

Judge Hook said: 

‘This is an error, because it is equiva- 
lent to directing a verdict for the de- 
fendant.”’ 

In his assignment of errors on appeal, 
James R. Van Slyke, attorney for the 
company, alleged that after the jury 
had retired Judge Dyer gave it addi- 
tional instructions in the jury room, 
and that the attorneys had no opportu- 
nity to hear what he said to the mem- 
bers. The charge was also made that 
Judge Dyer refused to permit him to 
file affidavita of two jurors showing ex- 
actly what occurred in the jury room, 


EXrred in Legal Form. 


On this point Judge Hook said: 
“Complaint is also made of a matter 


.| which, if true, would be a grave error. 


It is said to have occurred while the 
jurors were in the jury room... It is not 
in the bill of exceptions, where ‘it should 


Court to consider it. As proper legal 
advantage was not taken, the court 
must construe it was incorrect.”’ 

Judge Dyer, when asked about the 
matter Wednesday by @ Post-Dispatch 
reporter, said: ‘I‘ never discuss a case 
which has been tried in my court.”

Beet and cane sugar and molasses and 
syrup,. from farm and factory, will 
reach the total of about $95,000,000. The 
barley crop is worth $88,000,000, tlaxseed 
$36,000,000, and 1,000,000,000 pounds of rice 
$25,000,000, 

Comparisons With Former Years. 


* The production of all cereals combined 
is 4,711,000,000 bushels, an amount con- 
siderably greater than that for any 
other year except 1906. It exceeds the 
average of the preceding five years by 
6.5 per cent. The. value of all cereals 
in 1909 has never been equaled in a pre- 
vious year. It is almost exactly $3,000,- 
000,000, or 34 per cent above the five- 
year average. 

Compared with the average of the pre- 
vious five years, all principal crops are 
greater in quantity this year except cot- 
ton, flaxseed, hops and cane sugar; but 
without exception every crop is worth 
more to the farmer than the five-year 
average. 

This is the year of highest production 
for potatoes, tobacco, beet sugar, all 
sugar and rice; next to the highest 
production for corn, oats and all cére- 
als. Compared with 1908, gains in value 
are found all along the line, the excep- 
tion being barley, buckwheat, rye and 
milk. The increase for cotton, lint and 
seed is $208,000,000, wheat $107,000,000, corn 
$106,000,000, hay $29,000,000, oats, $22,000,000, 
tobacco $18,000,000 and potatoes $15,000,000,

BAVE THE JURY

Attorney Declares Additional 
Instructions Were Given After 
Twelve Men Had Retired. 


Judge Hook o° the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in an opinion 
handed down Wednesday refused to 
consider charges that Judge David P. 
Dyer of the United States District Court 
in St. Louis had gone to the juryroom 
afterethe jury had retired to consider 
its verdict, and had there issued secret 
instructions to the jurors. 


The charge was made in pleadings 
filed by attorneys for the Tomlinson 
Captive Balloon Co., which sued former 
Sheriff Edmund C. Hencken of St. 
Louis County on his bond because of 
the seizure of ’'e company’s balloon at 
the World’s Fair. 


Construed as Untrue. 


Judge Hook declared in the opinion 
that the charge if true was a very 
grave error, but that as the attorney 
had not presented.it in the proper legal 
manner, the Court must construe it to 
be untrue.. 

A balloon belonging to the company 


attachtient writ against Carl EB. Meyer. 
The Sheriff contended the balloon  be- 
lenged to Meyer. The company denied 
Meyer owned any interest in it. The 
suit against the Sheriff was for $6250. 

In the trial before Judge Dyer the 
jury returned a verdict for the Sheriff. 
This was reversed by Judge Hook, who 
erdered the case remanded for a new 
trial on the ground that Judge Dyer 
had given instructions which amounted 
te directing a verdict for the Sheriff. 

The instruction to which objection 
was made was: 

“There is no evidence before this jury 
tending to prove that the Deputy Sheriff 
acted otherwise than was his duty un- 
der the attachment writ.” 

Judge Hook said: 

“This is an error, because it is equiva- 
lent to directing a verdict for the de- 
fendant.’' 

In his assignment of errors on appeal, 
James R. Van Slyke, attorney for the 
company, alleged that after the jury 
had retired Judge Dyer gave it addi- 
tional instructions in the jury room, 
and that the attorneys had no opportu- 
nity to hear what he said to the mem- 
bers. The charge was also made that 
Judge Dyer refused to permit him to 
file affidavita of two jurors showing ex- 
actly what occurred in the jury room, 

Erred in Legal Form. 


On this point Judge Hook said: 
“Complaint is also made of a matter 


|.which, if true, would be a grave error. 


It is said to have occurred while the 
jurors were in the jury room.« It is not 
in the bill of exceptions, where it should 
have been placed if counsel desired this 
dourt to consider it. As proper legal 
advantage was not taken, the court 
must construe it was incorrect.’’ 

Judge Dyer, when asked about the 
matter Wednesday by @ Post-Dispatch 
reporter, said: ‘“‘I’mever discuss a case 
which has been tried in my court.”

Percy Shatto, Twice-Matried, 
Cooks His Own Meals and 
Lives Alone. 


HURRIED HIS WEDDING 
Court Makes Him Leave Bride 
He Took Two Days After 

Being Divorced. | 








While living apart by agreement, Per- 
cy Shatto and his bride of less than a 
month are awaiting the decision of 
Judge Hadley of the Edwardsville Cir- 
‘cult Court as to whether he will set 
aside a divorce decree granted to Shat- 
to two days before he remarried. In the 
meantime Shatto is in a dilemna wheth- 


er he has one wife or two. 

There are two women who cal] them- 
selves Mrs. Shatto, but; which of them 
has a right to the name depends on 
further actiow by Judge Hadley. The 
trouble was caused by that provision 
in the Illinois law which says that a 
divorced person must not remarry with- 
in a year after the granting of the de- 
cree. 

Shatto obtained a divorce from Leona 
Mueller Shatto in Judge Hadley’s court 
Nov. 11. The Judge told him that he 
must not remarry within a year. Two 
days later Shatto came to St. Louis 
with Miss Henrietta Wearn of Granite 
City and they were married. 


Judge Int ts Honeynioon. 
With his new wife -Shatto returne: to 


Granite City and all was merry until 
Judge Hadley found out about the sec- 
ond wedding. 

He acted promptly, but in a rather 
unexpected way. Shatto, summoned be- 
fore the judge, was surprised to find 
that his divorced wife had been sent 
for also. 

They did not speak to each other. The 
Judge did all the talking. Frowning 
upon the divorced husband and wife, he 
asked them if they: could show cause 
why the divorce decree should not be 
set aside. 

Shatto couldn’t think. of any better 
excuse to offer than that he‘had taken 
a second wife and that if he had to go 
back to the first one there would be 
serious domestic complications in his 
new household. 

Ordered to Leave His Bride. 

‘That is no excuse,’ saic the Judge. 
“In marrying again, you violated my 
instructions and the terms of the de- 
cree. It was no marriage, even though 
it was solemnized in anotlter state. The 
court at Harrisburg recently handed 
down a devision which would justify 
me in annulling the divorce decree.”’ 

Shatto and his first wife pleaded that 
the decree be allowed to stand. This 
presented another difficulty. ¢ 

“Pending a decree on the decision you 
should not live with the woman you 
married in Missouri,’’ the vudge said to 
Shatto. “If you will agree not to live 
with her fer 12 months, I will fake the 
matter of your former divorce decree 
under advisement. Ifeat the end ot 
that time the decree has not been re- 
voked I will decide whether it will be 
necessary for you to have a second 
marriage performed before you live to- 
gether again.” 

Shatto and his wife, Henrietta Hearn, 
agreed to the separation in accordance 
with the request of the judge. The 
bride who thought she was a wife has 
gone to live with her sister, Mrs. M. 
P. Harness, 2120 D street, Granite City. 

Shatto continues to live half a block 
away at the home which he fitted up 
for his new bride. The first Mrs. Shat- 
to also is in Granite City.

McBride fired two more bullets into h’'s 
head, killing him instantly. Leaving 
the dead boy in the road, the young 
slayer went quietly home, where he 
was arrested some hours later while 
piaying- around the house. McBride 
confessed to the poliee. He is 15 years 
oid. : 

McBride was a constant reader of 
dime novels. Three weeks ago he quit 
his position at the Burlington . shops 
because the: work interfered with his 
reading. 

Slayer Is Politician’s Son. | 

His father is George McBride, county 
surveyor and well-known politician. 
Long’s father is a laborer. 

On the afternoon of the killing, Mc- 
Bride, Long and Harry Jounschiet left 
their homes and started for the Mis- 
souri River “to have some fun,” as 
Jounschiet expressed it McBride car- 
ried a revolver. = 

“As we walked along,” said Joun- 
schiet, “I was a little bit behind the 
others. Wesley dropped back behind 
Long, pulled the pistol out of his pocket 
and said: 

“Don’t you think I had better pot 
him?’’ making a motion as if to shoot 
Long in the back. 

“TI thought he was joking and said 
‘No’ to him.” 

‘“‘He put the revolver away, but in a 
few minutes he dropped back again and 
pulling the revolver, said: 

‘Do you think it would be all right 
for me to pot him now?” and again I 
told him not to. 

“The third time he aid that I got 
scared and left the boys down near the 
river.”’ 

Before reaching home, Jounscheit met 
several boys Whom he knew and told 
them of McBride’s strange actions, say- 
ing: 

“I bet he igaa kill him this afternoen.’’ 

Plays After Tragedy. 

Half an hour later two boys saw Mc- 
Bride running from the river and a 
little later they found the dead body of 
Long. The police were notified and -im- 
mediately began a search for Mc- 
Bride, whom they found at play at 
home. 

“Yes, I killed him,” said McBride. 
‘The first shot was aecidental, and then 
I thought I might as well do a good job, 
so I put two more bullets through his 
head. I didn’t mean to shoot him. I 
was playing with the pistol, twirling it 
on my finger, when it accidentally went 
off. The ball hit Harry in the mouth 
and the blood flowed. 

“TI got scared and Harry screamed and 
started to run. Then I fired at him 
again, but did not hit him. I ran 
after Harry and as he was dazed he 
could not run as fast as I could. I 
headed him off and was about to fire 
again when he dodged me and went in 
another direction. But I soon caught 
up with him again and, put a bullet into 
his ear. He fell to the ground and was 
twisting and moaning when I leaned 
over and fired another bullet into his 
head. Then he lay still and I knew he 
was dead. 

“T didn’t think any body would ever 
know who had killed him, so I ran 
home.” 

Under the Nebraska juvenile court 
laws, McBride, who is only 15 years old, 


‘ordinarily would be turned over to the 


Juvenile Court for trial, in which case 
the exfreme penalty is imprisonment in 
the detention honie until he is 21 years 
old, but County Attorney English has 
announced that he will #rosecute Mc- 
Bride under the criminal laws.

THE FRISCO IS COMING HOME. 

The Frisco Railroad is coming home on Dec. 5. 
That is the.date when its decree of divorce from 
the Rock Island becomes 2ffective. St. Louis never 
did approve that alliance. But youth is hot- 
headed and never will listen to sage advice. The 
Frisco has had many adventures since it made its 
mesalliance with this Chicago swashbuckler back 
in 1903. It has journeyed into strange countries, 
hobnobbed with magnates and potentates, been 
banqueted and battered; it has quarreled and 
stamped in the market place and once it fancied 
it was lord of a Northwest dominion that centered 
in Chicago. 

St. Louis people have looked at its career some- 
tinies with pride, sometimes with hope, but al- 
ways with misgivings as this child of its bosom 
rambled into strange paths. They knew its first 
success was won in St. Louis. They knew its 
chances of victory were premised on the commer- 
cial soundness of this city. They knew it was 
a reckless perversion of the original plan that 
this St. Louis child should be tied to an affair 


_+ that dwelt in Chicago and was nursed in New 


Jersey. They grieved when it suffered and re- 
joiced when it succeeded, but they always felt it 
had got. away from the teachings of its early 
career and they werd fearful it would run into 
Harriman or the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and get merged again or trounced. 

It doesn’t do for railroads to wander too far 
“from the native heath. Distant managers are in- 
different to local conditions. Headquarters can’t 
be reached easily and shippers are very human 
and resent dealing with an impersonal octopus; 
however kindly its declarations. Absentee land- 
lordism is always repugnant. . 

St. Louis is the natural abiding place of the 
Frisco, now as 13 years Ago. It has grown to 
be big enough ofitself. It needs neither to 
swallow other roads to win respect nor to be 
swallowed that it may aid in winning respéct 
for others. It will become again, let us hope, a

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AN INSPIR VIEW. 

“An affirmative r from a negative com- 
mission,” was Engineer Lyman &. Cooley’s apt 
characterization of the repcert of the Government 
commission of engineers who examined the feas- 
ibility of the 14-foot waterway from the lakes to 
the gulf. The commission, while opposed to the 
construction of the canal or th. ground that the 
commerce of the river did not justify it, admitted 
its .practicability as an engineering feat. 

Mr. Cooley outlined in a novel and striking way 
at the Business Men’s League luncheon the tre- 
mendous value of a depeadetle and sufficient 
waterway through the valley as a method of con- 
servation and a means of transportation. He 
compared the Mississippi Valley with all of 
Europe, which it overtops in area and in re- 
sources for the support of population, But on 


the basis of the waterway systems of France and|- 


Germany, w’th one mile of waterway to every 
25 miles of area and ever: three miles of rail- 
road, we should have 80,000 miles of waterway. 
He pointed out the need of the waterways to de- 
velop the resources and promote the prosperity 
of the valley. He -howed that railroad t.ans- 
portation is not cnd cannot be adequate for the 
possibilities of this territory and that its cost 
hampers the productive activities of the people. 

The objective of Mr, Cooley’s plan is a 24-foot 
channel .from the Gulf of St. Lawrence to the 
Gulf of Mexico, thus bringing the sea to the in- 
terior of the valley. This would cost $250,000,000 
less than would be required to build one railroad 
to the seaboard. But the canal would handle 
many times the amount of freight a railroad could 
bear, at a much cheaper rate. 

Mr. Cooley gave an interesting description of 
the waterway plans of Chicago and Illinois. They 
expect to expend not less than $100,000,000 on 
their part of the great valley waterway, and look 
for returns in water power and land salvage, 
which will far exceed the expenditure. He showed 
how increasing conservatio. will simplify deep- 
ening the channel and how by ‘conserving the en- 
ergy of the river the improvements can be made 
to pay for themselves 

The program outlined by Mr. Cooley embodies 
the highest wisdom. His broad view of the pos- 
sibilities of the great :ertile area between the 
mountain ranges and from the gulf to the lakes 
and to the sea on the northeast under the : ‘imulus 
of combined rail and highly developed waterway 
transportation is inspiring. It is the view tp 
which the nation and the states must come if we 
are to realize our opportunities. The people of 
the valley should undertake ths task of convert- 
ing Congress to the largest program and of con- 
vincing it that the work should be commenced at 
once,

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A DEMOCRATIC OPPORTUNITY. 

_ A report from Washington forecasting the 
probable action of Congress says an effort will be 
made to postpone action upon any and al] bills 
for the establishment of pos‘al savings banks un- 
til the general banking and monetary systems of 
the country have been reformed. Such a policy 
can have no other object than that of evading 
the Republican pledge in, the Chicago platform 
to provide a postal savings bank. It is to be an- 
other of those ingenious measures by which the 
“standpatters’” seek to defeat the will of the 
country. during this Congress, by delusive prom- 
ises of large performances at some later, distant 
and indefinite date. ; : 

It is very well understood that the Monetary 
Commission will not make its report until late in 
the present session, and of course that virtually 
precludes even an attempt. nt monetary legislation 
during this Congress. As a matter of fact, no 
Yefinite plan ‘of monetary reform has thus far 
been put forward for consideration and discus- 
sion. Bvidently then if the pledge to establish 
postal savings banks is not to be fulfilled until 
after the whole monetary problem has been set- 
tled, the country may as well abandon expecta- 
tion on the subject. 

The issue affords the Democrats of Congress 
another opportunity to do effective work in the 
interests of the people. They should see to it 
that this pledge of the Republican party is kept 
prominently before Congress and before the coun- 
try. If they cannot force a posta] savings bank 
bill upon the consideration of the House or the 
Senate, they can at léast compel the Republicans 
to openly reject all such consideration. They 
can prevent an evasion of the issue by mere si- 


lence and trickery.

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LYNCHING AND LAW. 

The inevitable influence of the lynching at Cal- 
ro has had an effect. At Livingston, Ill., a mob 
of 200 men and women attacked the jail for’the 
purpose of lynching three men confined there 
under a charge of murder. The attack did not 
succeed, for while the mob was breaking down 
the front door, a deputy sheriff took the prisoners 
out by a back door and succeeded in getting them 
safely away to jail at Edwardsville, 18 miles off. 
Upon this report there will be general congratu- 
lation among the law-abiding people of Illinois 
that the rage of the mob was baffled, that the 
lynching was averted and that the accused mén 
will have their day in court with a fair legal 
trial.. The. earnestness of the congratulation, how- 
ever, will be somewhat abated by the conscious- 
ness that the law in this case has won its way 
not by suppressing the mob, but by running 
away from it. It has been an evasion of lynch 
law rather than a vindication of State law.

Economy in Cleveland. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

From an item in a recent issue of the Chovetana 
Plain Dealer I learn that the Board of Public Serv- 
ice of that city has awarded the contract for the 
grease output of the city garbage plant for a 12- 
month period, commencing the 15th of this month, to 
a St. Louls firm. The amount of grease thus bar- 
gained for will aggregate something like 3,500,000 
pounds and the cost, at 4.37% per 100 pounds, wil! ap- 
proxicate $153,000. The Board also reported, the item 
states, $40,000 worth of cemmercial fertilizer, as hav- 
ing been sold.” 

Some years ago, under the administration of ateiee: 
Tom L. Johnson, the garbage reduction plant was 
taken over by the city, and the production of salable 
commodities from the.reduced garbage slops of the 
Ohio metropolis has been the ne plus ultra policy of 
its administration ever since, the city collecting as 
well as reducing. 

In addition to thig remarkable yield, from a source 
that formerly yielded only a huge annual expense up- 
on the public revenues of the city, $4,000 worth of 
fertilizer, as stated above, has been disposed of. 
Cleveland also collects and hauls away her ashes 
and rubbish, including waste paper and anything the 
private citizen desires to get rid of. Everything of 
any value is carefully picked out of the refuse thus 
gathered wp and disposed of at a profit and conse- 
quent reduction of the expenses of maintenance of 
the department. For instance, in one year, to my, 
knowledge, $8000 worth of bottles, collected in this 
way, were sold. Thus we can readily comprehend 
what can be done by a progressive administration, 
honestly conducted in the interest of all of the peo- 
ple, if real public service is the prime incentive, 
and emolument and party supremacy the incidentals 
which actuate those who seek political preferment 
at the hands of the voters. 

Garbage collection and reduction and the hauling 
away of ashes and rubbish and making the product 
derived therefrom pay a large portion, if not all 
the expenses, are not all of the good things accom- 
plished under the administration of Mayor Johnson 
by any means.

Pupils at the Arlington Dis- 
missed and Building Will 
Be Fumigated. 


TOLD BY THE DOCTOR 


Boy Knew He Had Contagious ~ 


Disease—Brother . and 
Sister Also Ill. 


Following the discovery that children | 


with scarlet fever have been attending | 
the Arlington School, 16145 Burd avenue, ; 


the 850 pupils of the school were ex 
amined Wednesday by Health Depari 
ment doctors for symptoms of the dis- 
ease and were then sent home, s0 
that the school] building could be thor- 
oughly fumigated. 

Dr. James Stewart of the Health De- 
partment, making an inspection ‘Tuesday 
at the Arlington, discovered thai Clar- 
ence Lang, 12 years old, of 5628a Easton 
avenue had the disease. He asked the 
boy what was the matter with him and 
Clarence said he had scarlet fever. Dr. 
Stewart asked him how he knew «and he 
said the doctor who had been ireating 
him had told him so. 

Dr. Stewart ordered Clarence and his 
six-year-old brother, Hugo, to go home. 
An investigation there later showed 
that Hugo and Mildred, three years old, 
also had the disehse. 

Many Pupils Have Disease. 

The law requires all physicians to im- 
mediately report cases of scarlet fever 
to the Health Department. At the Lang 
home it was stated that a doctor from 
South Grand avenue has been treating 
Clarence. 

Dr. Stewart says the failure of the 
doctor to report the scarlet fever case 
will be investigated. 

Seven Arlington pupils have taken the 


disease and one has died. Porthos J.’ 


Brauer, 6-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur J. Brauer, 5528 North Market 
street, became ill the . night before 
Thanksgiving and died Monday night. 
He will be buried Wednesday. 

John Lindhorst, 7 years old; 5714 Ken- 
nerly avenue, is recovering from an at- 
tack that began a month ago. His 
brother, Frederick, now has the disease. 
Anna and Clara Buchanan, 11 and 8 
years old, have been sick three weeks 
and are getting along all right. Ray- 
mond Newcomb, 5655 Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue, has been at ‘the City Hospital two 
weeks. . 

Schools Pronounced Sanitary. 

The parents of all these children 
think they caught the disease at school. 

The Arlington is only nine. blocks 
from the Dozier School, in which six 
cases were discovered a few days ago. 
Dorothy Cochran, who died a week ago, 
was a pupil of that school. 

Dr. Stewart does not think that the 
epidemic is traceable to the schools. He 
thinks it is general. He attributes its 
spread, however, to the carelessness of 
parents and physicians who permit chil- 
dren who have it, or their brothers and 
sisters, to go to school. He pronounces 
both the Dozier and Arlington schéols 
perfectly sanitary. 

Only one new case of scarlet fever 
was reported to the Health Department 
Wednesday. 


ROCKEFELLER SCOFFS AT STORY 
OF PLOT AGAINST HIS LIFE 


“Oh, Pshaw, There Is Nothing to 
It,” He Declares Smilingly 


in New York. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—‘“O, pshaw,”’ 
said John D. Rockefeller smilingly to- 
day as he alighted from a train from 
Cleveland and was told that he had been 
marked for kidnaptng or perhaps killing 
in his hdme city. The president of the 
Standard Oil Co. was accompanied here. 
by his wife, who is quite ill. 

“Why, there’s nothing to that story 
at all,” added Mr. Rockefeller. “It all 
seems to have been startéd because I 
did not make a speech I had promised 
at the Euclid Avenue Baptist Church in 
Cleveland. The condition of my wife’s 
health prevented that; that’s all. 

“My -wife is very sick and I came 
here at this time, instead of earlier, be- 
I’m not the least 
bit worried about this story.” 

Harold 8. Smith of Minerva, O., told 
the Cleveland police yesterday that he 
had overheard a plot in Alliance, O., 
to kidnap or kill Mr. Rockefeller.
